COURSE INSTRUCTION CIVICS. 
ARRANGED REV. THOMAS DEVLIN, 


Reverend Superintendent Parochial Schools the 
Diocese Pittsburg Wins Praise from the Secular 
Press the Excellence the Work Being

attention and praise the plan for instruction 

civics devised Rev. Thomas Devlin, diocesan 
superintendent, and now being followed all the pa- 
rochial schools under his direction. 

“While the study civics danger being 
tabooed the public schools,” says The Dispatch, “it 
being pushed with great consistency the parish schools, 
with only one great object view—the development 
the knowledge both self and civil govern- 
ment, that when their primary days are passed they 
willunderstand public questions and problems govern- 
ment and able act intelligently. That good citizen- 
ship will ultimately result from this early training there 
denying.”

The pupils are not expected study civics. They are 
simply taken hand when the early primary grades 
and carried along through system 
their teachers manner that most pleasing and in- 
structive. 

They are not supplied with text books. The knowledge 
comes from the teacher, who, interesting method, 
follows line instruction laid down Rev. Father 
Devlin book entitled “Outline Civics” for use 
the parish schools. 


Valuable Later Years. 


The pupil short lecture and “quiz,” which held 
for about half hour each week, first taught the 
meaning the word “government” and has demon- 
strated him how anything guided, managed con- 
trolled governed.

THE FATIGUE SCHOOL CHILDREN. 
Rev. Kerze (Cleveland, Ohio).

Not only mental, but likewise phy- 
sical labor produces fatigue. Mosso (Die Ermuedung) 
thinks that fatigue chemical origin, kind poison- 
ing the nerves and brain. Physiologists have been 
conducting many experiments this field, notably Mosso, 
Griesbach, Burgerstein, and Ebbinghaus. Although some 
experiments lack definiteness, many interesting results 
have been arrived at.

First School Hour Not the Best for Study. 

very common error think that the first 
morning hour always the best for study. Mental 
energy develops slowly and does not once reach its 
full strength. The first minutes school work the 
child slowly overcoming his inborn sluggishness; 
collecting his thoughts; penetrating into the sub- 
ject matter—and for all this, time and energy are re- 
quired. Therefore happens that there will more 
elasticity mind the second hour, the school work 
properly arranged. 

Notable are the experiments about the time 
given different subjects the curriculum. All school 
men agree that lesson minutes far too long, 
even for larger pupils. Even adult finds difficult 
pay attention that long. Who ordinarily can listen 
hour’s sermon? Chadwick found these results: 

pupil years can pay attention minutes; 

Kraeplin found that even university students begin 
lag addition work the beginning the second 
hour. now universally agreed that one whole hour 
minutes too long for any lesson. For the first 
two grades more than half hour for any lesson 
grave mistake. 

Arrangement the Recitation Program. 

Next comes the question arranging the order the 
various lessons. difficult give general rule. 
The pupil’s talent, the teacher’s dexterity, yes, even ap- 
parent accidents are important factors. But, too, 
meet constantly the predilection some children for 
certain subjects, and the experience that pupils are more 
easily fatigued some subjects than Dr. 
Stern Breslau questioned 2,556 pupils grammar and 
higher schools and found that boys cared for different 
subject matter follows: drawing, physical exercise, 
history and arithmetic. Girls gave preference hand 
work and arithmetic. Next choice both named 
geography, German and physics. Kiel ob- 
tained the same information. But the question 
fatigue get these results: mathematics most se- 
vere, then succession, Latin, Greek, physical exercise, 
history, gography, arithmetic, modern languages, mother 
tongue, physics, drawing. catechism, have 
place about the middle. pupils regard the 
most difficult study, then the catechetical method cer- 
tainly blamed, else the teacher assigns too much 
memory work. But the catechism regarded the 
pupils the easiest study, then the teaching lacks thor- 
oughness. say that the first morning hour best 
for catechism, may discard contrary physiolog- 
ical experiments and ordinary experience. The second 
hour generally the best, especially attendance 
mass does not precede the lessons. 

Compositions and Home Exercises. 

very notable way compositions fatigue the 
children. Here, then, must give hygiene fuil play. 
Composition may done school home. School 
composition especially tires the nerves, because de- 
mands intense attention. Home exercises and compo- 
sition should very much restricted. not demand 
much that the child ordinary talent has great diffi- 
culty meeting the requirements. Take into considera- 
tion the distance pupils have come, the weather, fam- 
ily circumstances, the age the child, the local and 
hygienic conditions. Janke (Grundriss der Schulhigiene, 
156) fixed the following time for school exercises: 

For pupils first grade, minutes; second and 
third, minutes; fourth and fifth, min- 
utes; sixth and eighth, minutes. 

But there frequently heard today the demand that 
home exercises given the first four grades, and 
the higher grades not more than about half hour’s 
work. course, the nature the particular exercises 
also taken into account. The more difficult the 
subject, the less the task imposed. Home exercise 
and home work have their value. They train the pupil 
personal work, they teach him the duty labor, they 
cultivate seriousness and love order, very much 
neatness and careful elaboration demanded.

province the parochial school train the 

Catholic child true the faith his 

fathers, kind his home, courteous and honest 
toward his neighbor, intelligent, conscientious, and pro- 
gressive business affairs; short, true God, 
himself and fellow man. that 
accomplish this must combine with the “three 
R’s” another R—Religion. For this combination have 
Catholics, throughout the length and breadth the land, 
made untold sacrifices, everywhere erecting the parochial 
school their own order safeguard the 
Christian heritage their children. 

Pupils our schools should have head and heart 
thoroughly imbued with the Christian spirit faith 
and morals that, with God’s assisting grace, they will 
able meet life’s duties and trials with courage and 
confidence. Independence the watchword our age 
and country, but our parochial schools the child 
should taught that lives and moves the presence 
amenable for thought, word and act. The work the 
teacher should supplement that the pastor and parent 
inculcating right principles, making the child 
right for the sake approving conscience and not 
merely pass for good the eyes the world. How 
soon would bribery, perjury, divorce, suicide and the 
countless other evils our day minimized were men 
and women actuated supernatural motives and brought 
the love and fear the Lord. 

educate not only for time, but also for eternity, 
and our curriculum should sufficiently comprehensive 
equip the pupils spiritually, morally, intellectually and 
physically for useful and honorable career below, 
and aid them attaining eternal joys the 
God’s saints. have heard old daily program 
which reads like this: 


Ours progressive age, age activity, and 
woe the unhappy teacher who would now inflict such 
daily order his school. Judicious variety must enter 
into any plan that will cultivate the tastes and talents 
the average pupil; the studies should practical and not 
the nature fads. Besides religious and moral in- 
struction our curriculum should embrace thorough train- 
ing reading, spelling, grammar, writing, arithmetic, 
geography, and United States history. this should 
add certain proficiency drawing, singing, elementary 
science, hygiene, physical culture, and, for the girls, plain 
needlework. 

The Matter and Method Religious 

Under the head religious instruction would in- 
clude the study prayers, catechism, sacred history, 
and the liturgy the Church. the primary grades the 
work should consist chiefly teaching the littie ones 
their prayers, the Commandments God, the Precepts 
the Church, and short Bible stories. Instructions 
Christian doctrine devolve mostly the reverend pas- 
tor catechist, and the teacher’s duty usually that 
reviewing the instructions given and seeing that the 
assigned lessons and committed 
memor. Bible history, taught means charts the 
lower grades, continued with the aid text book 
the hands the pupils the following grades the 
eighth, when Church history hsould take its 
place. 

Catholic atmosphere should ever pervade the school 
and its environments; reverential respect for those 
authority and also for the rites and ceremonies the 
Church should characterize our children. They should 
love the liturgy the Church and live the: spirit 
the ecclesiastical year that Christmas, Easter, and 
Pentecost are not for them mere empty names, but feasts 
whose beautiful devotions and ceremonies awaken, 
often they recur, new sentiments deepest gratitude 
Jesus, the Divine Author our redemption. Long 


after school days are over, the quiet peaceful 
home, the busy turmoil the world, the hour 
sorrow, the couch pain, the hymn learned child- 
hood will live the memory cheer, strengthen 
console the heart has need. 

Reading, Writing and Spelling. 

Reading, writing, spelling and language are allied sub- 
jects and should studied connection with one an- 
other. bi-lingual schools not permit the beginner 
attempt English and his mother tongue the same 
time, this will confuse the young mind the very 
outset; the order which the languages are take 
precedence best determined local conditions; 
usually preferable take the mother tongue first, but 
after three four months school life the deferred 
language should taken and both thereafter con- 
tinued together. 

Teach reading the phonic and word methods, and, 
soon the child able read all, try secure 
clearness and accuracy. Have familiar talks about com- 
mon objects and incidents, let the children write what 
they have related and read naturally what they have 
written; where two languages are studied have frequent 
work translation, effective aid correct forms 
expression. faithful drill try have the pupils 
acquire correct pronunciation, distinct articulation, and 
agreeable tone voice. the upper grades teach 
the use the dictionary and such other reference books 
should consulted obtain thorough understand- 
ing the reading lesson. short biography the 
author will, many cases, add new interest the 
selection read, while will also broaden the pupil’s 
knowledge and make him desirous read more from 
the same pen. 

Supplementary reading recommended all 
the grades; this can come from various sources. word 
warning may not out place here. not allow 
the myth and fairy tale usurp the place the good, 
the true and the beautiful, and not abolish the regular 
series Catholic readers from the classroom! Those 
readers have treasures prose and poetry, mines in- 
formation and moral instruction, which can ill afford 
lose. Let the memorizing select poems prac- 
tice all the grades; this will unconsciously store the 
mind with elevating thoughts and interesting companion- 
ship for after years. 

Oral and written spelling should run through the 
school course; the lower classes the pupils spell the 
words their readers and such other words they 
have occasion use their written work. theory, 
this method ought suffice for more advanced classes, 
but practice seems prove the necessity speller, 
the study diacritical marks, abbreviations, syno- 
nyms, homonyms, etymology, and the troublesome “rules 
and exceptions” our perverse spelling imperative 
for the student who would write and speak correctly. 

Writing independent exercise and ex- 
ponent knowledge other branches one the 
most essential requisites for those going out our 
schools. boy girl who can pen neat and well- 
worded application for position well the way 
securing it. Writing begins during the first school year 
and continued through the last, though after pupil 
has acquired neat hand there little use special 
practice penmanship, for the daily written work 
other lines will suffice. 

What begins language work the little oral exer- 
cises the first day school continued under that 
name the fifth sixth grade, where assumes the 
title grammar. Progress this branch gradual, 
and long before they know the grammatical “why,” 
pupils should expunge from their vocabulary such forms 
“It me,” seen it,” “Him and done it,” 
ain’t got none.” Conversational exercises the child’s 
observation and experience, suggested the remarks 
reading, serve basis for early language work; later, 
oral and written reproduction stories and descriptions 
are sufficiently interesting occupy the mind profitably 
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and give practice correct expression. Real live letter 
writing another language exercise highly rec- 
ommended, both account its intrinsic value 
stimulating thought and its ultimate utility. 

the fifth sixth grade, grammar proper should 
introduced and not dealt with superficially. Our 
classes should have thorough drill technical grammar, 
should know the why and wherefore ordinary gram- 
matical forms, able write social business letters 
well and familiar with the common rhetorical figures. 
Where two languages have been pursued, the pupil should 
have acquired equal proficiency both. 

Modern Requirements Arithmetic. 

While arithmetic has lost none its former impor- 
tance the commercial world, modern educators have, 
with good reason, eliminated many the tedious proc- 
esses which perplexed the student former years with- 
out being any real value him business methods. 
Accuracy and rapidity the fundamental operations 
should acquired daily practice the lower grades; 
the intermediate grades this practice should con- 
tinued and fractions mastered; the seventh and eighth 
grades percentage and mensuration their practical ap- 
plications should thoroughly handled. 
teacher will know how measure oral and written 
work, concrete and abstract problems, develop the 
reasoning faculties while securing mechanical precision. 
not devote too much time arithmetic, but teach 
the morning session while the children’s minds are 
clear, and never desist from giving drill for accuracy 
and rapidity. Make the more advanced pupils acquainted 
with the various common business forms, such bills, 
receipts, checks, drafts, etc. 

The Place Geography and History. 

Geography and history are delightful companion 
studies, and though they not belong the “bread 
and butter” order, they are prime essentials for even 
ordinary education. the duty the teacher 
create love for them the children, for they are not 
only important educational factors, but they serve 
effective barriers against the harmful literature that too 
often corrupts the head and heart the present genera- 
tion which has free access not only what good, 
but alas, what evil, the public libraries. 

preparatory work for geography, nature study and 
home geography should receive due attention the 
primary classes; the text book generally placed the 
hands the pupil the fourth grade, though before 
this has gathered store geographical knowledge 
observation and home and school talks. Aided 
the use globes, maps, map-drawing and supplementary 
reading, the children should acquire fair idea the 
most important geographic features the world, 
knowledge the people who inhabit and their occupa- 
tions and mode life. Special attention should given 
commercial geography the seventh grade and 
physical the eighth. Attention should called 
the extension the Church our own and foreign 
lands, the zeal and hardships her missionaries, 
the Catholic centers the United States, shown 
her archdioceses. 

Never make geography mere memory task. Dry 
facts, dates and statistics hold charm for the child 
and will soon pass from the mind, leaving only the rec- 
ollection toilsome but fruitless labor; manner life, 
travel, dress, entertain and instruct. The text book 
should used only reliable aid, and judicious 
questioning the pupil should trained much inde- 
pendent thought; should led see how geo- 
graphic conditions make the industries the world, 
grazing, agriculture, lumbering, mining, manufacturing, 
commerce, etc. 


Historical Associations and Current Events. 

Historical associations are also great helps the 
teaching geography. For instance, let the class follow 
Father Marquette from Mackinaw Green Bay, thence 
the Fox river and down the Wisconsin till the happy 
moment when enters the Mississippi, let them see 
his rude cabin the site the present Chicago 
and accompany him his last mission love Kas- 
kaskia, the home the gentle Illinois who longed for 
the coming the cherished “blackgown,” listen 
his dying words: “Mater Dei, memento mei!” 


yielded his apostolic soul the lonely shores 
Lake Michigan, and places and events will perma- 
nently fixed the mind. 

The study history cannot taken before the 
fifth sixth grade, but here, geography, founda- 
tion can laid the earlier years. their reading 
lessons, supplementary reading and memorized poems, 
children will have learned many important person- 
ages and events the country’s history; Columbus and 
Washington, Lord Baltimore and William Penn, Lincoln 
and Lee, Plymouth and Jamestown will not new 
names them. 

there one study more than another where the 
teacher must wide awake and well informed his- 
tory. occasional little historical program, consisting 
poetical and prose selections and songs, covering 
definite period studied will prove profitable 
esting while affording kind recreation. Holmes, 
Longfellow, Sheridan, Father Ryan, Eleanor Donnelly, 
are among authors who will contribute such pro- 
gram. Study the growth the Churck connection 
with the history the country. not forget the part 
the martyr missionaries took preparing the way for 
the European civilization America, nor the valor with 
which Catholics have defended the country times 
danger. 

connection with United States history current 
events should enter into the work the three upper 
grades, and civil government into that the eighth grade. 
Pupils should taught love their country and its 
flag, know its history, venerate its heroes, obey its 
laws, and respect the men all times who have sought 
uphold its honor among the nations. The national 
songs should made familiar all the pupils and 
sung frequently that they can never forgotten. 


The Newer Branches the Curriculum. 


word now regard those branches which may 
termed and which were not found 
the curriculum fifty years ago. believe they have 
their respective educational values and hence have come 
stay. should endeavor develop the whole child 
and this without trying make embryo universities 
our parochial schools. Without any appreciable expense 
time instructions can given elementary science 
and hygiene, either themselves connection with 
other branches. Drawing helpful training eye 
and hand that its utility cannot questioned. Breathing 
exercises, simple motion songs, etc., are 
the child and impart vigor and health the 

ody. 

Last, but not least, assign singing place among 
the regular studies the classroom. Besides being 
form prayer the Church service, its influence ele- 
vating, its effect refining. Exercise great discretion 
the choice school songs and select only such will 
instil moral lesson arouse the spirits the children 
their tone merriment vivid descriptive character. 

have now indicated the branches which think 
ought find place our parochial schools. The 
work only preparatory, but would have thor- 
ough and such that the average pupil will have acquired 
desire for more. far the larger number our 
children into active life when they leave and their 
training should lead them self-culture, particularly 
what broadening literature and history. Further- 
more, they should recognize and gratefully acknowledge 
the Divine power, wisdom, and providence the crea- 
tion and government the universe and the rise and 
fall nations, realizing their own littleness when con- 
sidered apart from the high eternal destiny for which 
they have been placed earth and for which Chris- 
tian education should help fit them.

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DEVELOPING VOCATIONS AMONG PUPILS. 
Rev. Steinbrecher (Wisconsin). 


(The following excerpts from paper “Vocations 
the Priesthood,” read before the Seminary Depart- 
ment the will suggest teachers our 
parochial schools the possibility their aiding Reverend 
Pastors discovering and fostering vocations among 
pupils. Father Steinbrecher points out the course 
his paper, “the Brothers and Sisters exert most 
powerful influence molding the future career the 
children entrusted their care. The ascetical training, 
which characteristic féature our teaching orders, 
renders them especially well qualified foster vocations 
for the ecclesiastical state.” 

Teachers their daily contact with pupils have spe- 
cial opportunity note marked religious dispositions 
among those their charge. personal talks with 
these pupils, and giving lending them some 
the books listed the appendix this article, the ob- 
serving teacher can soon determine whether this inclina- 
tion religious life sufficiently strong and progres- 
sive warrant calling the attention the pastor the 
facts the case. The real work determining and 
developing actual vocations belongs the Reverend 
Pastor his 


you find boy young man who delights live 

spiritual atmosphere; who exact about the 

performance his morning and evening prayers; 
who model the frequent and devout reception 
the sacraments; who shuns the company evil, foul- 
mouthed associates; who has attraction for the state 
virginity; who loves “the beauty the house God 
and the place where His glory dwelleth;” who delights 
reading good books; whose heart swells with emotion 
when hears reads the heroic deeds men who 
have labored faithfully the vineyard the Lord; who 
“would choose abject the house God 
rather than dwell the tabernacles sinners” (Ps. 83, 
11); who desirous doing least something the 
upbuilding the kingdom God earth; who con- 
siders the priesthood state which can more for 
the glory God, the good his fellow man, and for 
his own sanctification than any other state life—a 
young man imbued with these sentiments certainly has 
strong indications divine vocation. 

may well remark that will very rarely 
find all the dispositions enumerated implanted into the 
heart the aspirant the priesthood directly God 
Himself. This would have considered “ex- 
traordinary vocation.” God rule makes use sec- 
ondary agents, pastors, teachers and parents, cultivate 
the germs that has implanted the young, innocent 
heart His chosen servants. 

The Fathers the Third Plenary Council 
more give some very practical instructions how 
“foster these germs vocation.” 

First, “Instruct such boys piety.” The zealous 
pastor will devote special attention these lambs his 
flock. will, above all, try win their confidence. 
will well he, from time time, have private talk 
with these boys, encouraging them their good dispo- 
sitions; but should beware, above all things, not 
create the impression the minds these boys that 
because God has endowed them with special gift, they 
are far superior their companions. “Pride goeth be- 
fore the fall,” and conceit has shattered many vocation. 
will the pastor’s duty build solid virtue 
these boys firm, concrete foundation humility. 
Let him impress upon his germinating Levites “that they 
have this treasure” divine vocation “in earthen vessels, 
that the excellency may the power God, and 
not us.” (II Cor., 4-7.) The prudent pastor will 
likewise not make the serious mistake permitting his 
special affection for boy influence him deciding 
that this boy must have vocation for the priesthood. 
Let him mindful the words Isaias (C. LXV., 12), 
“Vocavi non respondistis, quae nolui, elegistis.” 

means instructing the future candidates for 
the priesthood piety, the pastor will especially insist 
regularity prayer, special devotion the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary, attendance mass not only Sundays and 
holy days, but also frequently feasible week 
days; frequent confession and weekly tri-weekly, 


even daily, reception holy communion. The pastor 
should supply these boys with books and reading matter 
especially adapted their needs; certain well written 
novels and lives the saints, and ascetical books are 
given, and not only recommended, such boys for 
their perusal.

NARRATION 

Undoubtedly the most natural type composition for 
children, for grown people, narration. Narra- 
tion the expression, either orally writing, 
series unified incidents events that take place 
time. description the element place pre-eminent; 
describe objects that occupy, exist in, space. 
narration, the other hand, the time element con- 
spicuous; tell incidents events that require time 
for the happening. The fable “The Lion and the 
Mouse,” for example, typical the narrative type 
composition, First, have lion asleep; then little 
mouse running across the nose the lion. The lion 
awakes, catches the mouse, about crush it, when 
the mouse begs naively for its life that the lion lets 
go. Later, its turn, the mouse saves the lion’s life. 
This series incidents constitutes 
cession happenings centering about one main plot, and 
occupying time. This time element narration 
practical importance because emphasizes the import- 
ance orderly arrangement and sequence our story. 
Each incident must follow the preceding just hap- 
pened time—in the actual occurrence—and fatal 
the story order otherwise. Suppose, for instance, 
the well-known fable the lion, the bear and the 
fox, where the lion and the bear 


fighting over slain lamb, and tthe fox comes along 


when they are exhausted and carries off the lamb, 
should first represent the fox carrying off the lamb 
and should afterwards have the fight between the lion 
and the bear, the fable would lose its point entirely. 
Let remember, therefore, our narratives follow 
closely the order incidents they happened time. 

second characteristic narration that always 
involves action. There “something doing.” this 
element action that makes narration such dominat- 
ing type literature, and gives its superior hold upon 
all people all ages and all climes. Who not in- 
terested well-told story? Who does not love 
read well-written story? And the story is, course, 
always narrative—a series events with central 
main plot, occurring time. most natural, there- 
fore, that narration—story-telling—should 
plest type composition for children. Children pre- 
eminently are interested action, life, movement. 
The static appeals them only sparingly; the dy- 
namic that makes call They want see 
something “going on,” and general they like tell 
about it. our task teachers simply guide them 
into the best and most effective ways telling their 
“story.”

SNOW 


“Hast thou entered into the treasures the snow?” 
—Job xxxviii:22.

Snow-flakes 


One the most attractive features snow-flakes 
their form, and study this will likely prove both in- 
teresting and instructive. the temperature near the 
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which connection they may well studied. More 
than thousand varieties have come under observation. 

The specific form that the flakes assume depends large- 
the temperature, and perhaps also the relative 
humidity the atmosphere, but during single snow- 
shower the flakes will not differ greatly from one an- 
other form. Sometimes snow takes the form 
needles, snow-dust, but even these reveal exquisite 
beauty and regularity form. Ice also, tho transparent, 
formed crystals. 


Weight and Color 


Owing their lightness, flakes are easily driven 
about the wind, and this has given rise many 
poetic thought— 

“Announced all the trumpets the sky, arrives the 
snow, 
And, driving o’er the fields, seems nowhere alight.” 

The little spicules ice interlace such way 

inclose considerable air, making the weight equal 


about one-twelfth equal bulk water. This 
varies, however, with the compactness, depending 


circumstances. The purity its color has become pro- 
verbial, and literature abounds with references this 
attribute. But why attractive? Not because 


thawing point and the wind blowing, will difficult 
obtain individual flakes for examination, inasmuch 
they will become massed together. But opposite con- 
ditions prevail, the beautiful structure becomes easily 
observable.

Other transparent 
substances, such glass ice, also become white and 
opaque when broken into small fragments powder, 
owing the same reason.

mentioned above, the flakes inclose vast quantity 
air, forming thus cover that poor conductor 
heat, serving the same purpose fur and feathers 
animals. Plant life thus protected from severe cold, 
and such creatures the polar bear, lemming, and 
Arctic fox find shelter. 

Not only does snow serve shelter, but becomes 
agency for the storage moisture, especially 
mountains, and giving this out gradually, the life 
streams prolonged thru the warmer seasons. 
level areas, melting slowly, more moisture absorbed 
into the earth than could take place during more rapid 
precipitation. Furthermore, being often cooler than the 
surrounding atmosphere, then acts 
just glass often condenses moisture from the warmer 
contiguous air, and this way additional moisture 
extracted from the atmosphere and fed the earth. 
Farmers keenly appreciate the last mentioned fact. 

Again, many countries snow renders important serv- 
ice man facilitating travel and the transport 
goods. this connection mere mention needs 
made dog teams and reindeer. The sports snow 
time should not ignored, such sleighing, tobogan- 
ing, Norwegian ski jumping, etc.

Snow Menace

use after the great blizzard March, 1888, which raged 
over dozen the north-central northeastern 
states, completely obstructing all traffic and communica- 
tion for many days, occurring the same year, 
was accompanied drop over one hundred degrees 
temperature, involving the loss two hundred and 
thirty lives. similar storm visited England 1891. The 
fury Alpine storm baffles description, for here the 
fierce elements rage about the ragged summits with such 
terrible force strike terror the heart the 

Avalanches 

The scourge mountains the avalanche. Dust av- 
alanches occur during the winter season, when the snow, 
being dry and possessing little coherence, 
aloft dense clouds the destructive mass roars and 
crashes down the slope, creating times such rush 
wind uproot hundreds trees considerable 
distance from its 

Sliding avalanches occur when the snow begins 
melt, its mass being then more compact. They often 
block valleys, creating destructive overflows the 
region above them. Efforts ward off these dangers 
consist planting forest trees, driving piles, building 
walls, constructing roadways, such are 
found the splendid highways Switzerland. 

Snow may also cause destructive freshets, and break 
the branches trees when accumulating thereon 
heavy masses. 


Distribution 
This form moisture found all latitudes, but 
occurs warm countries only high mountains. 
sea level the northern hemisphere, snow may fall 
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near the equator thirty degrees, but the southern 
hemisphere rarely comes nearer than forty-eight de- 
grees, the difference being traceable large measure 
the preponderance land masses the one and that 
water areas the other, the oceans having ten- 
dency maintain uniform temperature. 


The Snow-Line

Objects, such houses, trees, 
fences, rocks, etc., are put lifting out such spaces 
with eraser soft cloth. Charcoal black chalk 
may also used for the same purpose, desired. 

Extra touches chalk will place snow accumulations 
the roof the house, the fir tree, the fence, etc.

The average salmon weighs from five thirty pounds. 
The salmon hatched far the rivers. spends its 
earlier days moving down the river. very small 
reaches the ocean. increases size from 
year year till about five years old. Then 
fat and solid and pale red color. 

When the salmon grown starts for the place its 
birth. must make its way the stream lay its 
eggs. Usually pair, male and female together. 
They must make their way over rapids and over falls. 
this age they are strong and able so. When 
they get the place their birth the female lays the 
eggs hole dug for that purpose. does not take 
long for the eggs hatch. After the eggs are laid 
the parents usually sicken and die. They very seldom 
reach the ocean again. 

They come sometimes great schools, crowding 
the river and making easy for the fisherman catch 
them. The fisherman knows about when and where they 
will be. can set his trap net and sure get 
his Some traps made netting hold thirty 
forty thousand fish. Sometimes fish wheels with wire 
nets attached are placed the water, and the wheel 
turns the fish are lifted out and emptied place 
prepared for them. Most the scraping and cleaning 
done the Chinamen who come these cities 
the thousands. 

Fishes the Great Lakes 

The whitefish the principal fish caught the Great 
Lakes. The lakes seem great food reservoir. 
One fisherman few months ago Lake Superior 
caught one haul over four thousand pounds. The 
whitefish, lake herring and lake trout are found all 
the Great Lakes. The pike and the perch are found 
lakes Ontario and Erie. 

Other Fish 

The herring common kind school fish caught 
off the coast Maine.

The haddock and the halibut are caught mostly 
banks, shoal places the sea, They are not 
large the codfish but are found the same places 
and feed about the same kind food.

The bluefish often caught for sport with hooks 
from the stern boat. found all the way from 
Nova Scotia Brazil. very savage fish.

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THE SHORT-EARED OWL 


William Dutcher, Chairman National Committee 
Audubon Societies 


Description 


Adult Male and aspect above black and 
ochraceous mixed, each feather having a dark center with an edg- 
ing other marks ochraceous; the females averaging considerably 
darker than the males, both the black and ochraceous being more 
intense. Wings and tail dark brown, above barred with ochraceous 
varying shades, the under surface both being very markedly 
lighter color, Underparts varying from almost white the male 
to deep ochraceous in the female; streaked broadly on breast and 
narrowly on abdomen and flanks, with dark brown. Face with a 
large white or very pale buff ruff and large black rings about 
eyes; bill and claws almost black; toes feathered base claws; 
eyes large and bright yellow color.

mopolitan all species birds. found nearly 
all parts the Western Hemisphere, except portions 
the West Indies; and also inhabits the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere, except Australia. the United States breeds 
northward from about latitude degrees. This species 
more migratory its habits than most the other 
Owls; sometimes being found quite large bodies, es- 
pecially the southward migration after the breeding 
season over. 

all birds were named from some prominent charac- 
teristic, this species Owl might properly called the 
Marsh shuns the wooded districts, 
found almost exclusively the open country—marshes, 
meadows, savannas, and beaches along the coast. While 
these Owls commonly hunt for food night, yet they 
are very much more diurnal their habits than most 
the other species Owls; and uncommon 
occurrence see Short-eared Owls coursing over 
meadow the daytime, especially somewhat 
cloudy dark, early late the day. When not 
hunting, they remain hidden the tall grass weeds, 
from which they will not flush very easily.

Economically, the Short-eared Owl the utmost 
value and deserves the most rigid protection. All the 
evidence obtainable regarding this species indicates that 
its food consists almost exclusively noxious animals, 
with some insects. Referring Bulletin No. United 
States Department Agriculture, stated: “Fully 
per cent the stomachs examined contained mice. The 
remains many six these little mammals were 
found one stomach, and seweral contained three 
four each. the other mammals which this Owl feeds 
upon may mentioned shrews, gophers, and sometimes 
small rabbits. one specimen pellet ready for regur- 
gitation contained ten nearly perfect skulls shrews.” 
The same character testimony comes both 
Europe and Asia, for Yarrell’s “British Birds” 
stated “that when plagues mice occur Owls throng 
the spot, rendering the greatest service extirpating 
the Undoubtedly the Short-eared Owls prey 
very limited extent upon small birds; but the per 
centage harm small, when compared with the 
good the Owls do, that should not taken into ac- 
count. Their regular and principal food noxious 
mammals, with some beetles, locusts and other insects, 
and occasional bird. very well-authenticated 
fact that large game-preserves, where Hawks and 
Owls are shot the point extermination, the inevit- 
able result abnormal increase rats and mice, 
even the extent plague. 

one occasion the writer kept Short-eared Owl 
captivity for about month, order study its habits. 
was confined large box with wire front, first 
the open air and, subsequently, light cellar. Every 
effort was made tame its wildness, handling with 
the greatest gentleness and never approaching abrupt- 
ly. measure success attended the effort; the 
contrary, the Owl seemed grow wilder and more ex- 
citable when approached. visitor was always saluted 
with series violent hisses, accompanied ruffling 
the feathers over the whole body. The hisses were 
often followed violent snapping the mandibles, 
which was continued for some time, especially food 
were not given. the visit were the daytime, the 
exhibitions fear temper were much more violent 
than night. This may accounted for from the fact 
that night the Owl was dazzled bright light 
being held within few inches the cage. the light 
were moved from end end the cage the eyes the 
always followed it, thus showing that the light was 
much stronger attraction than the visitor; however, 
the light was means absorbing that prevented 
the Owl from seizing food when presented, hungry; 
not hungry, attention would paid anything 
but the flame. food were seized was merely held 
the claws until the light was removed. was also 
one the Owl’s habits hold surplus food with one 
foot when its hunger was satisfied. number 
occasions surfeit house-mice was offered, but the 
Owl would not eat exceed more than three mice 
one time. 

Once the process disgorging pellet was observed. 
The Owl was about fed, when commenced 
series contortions which seemed involve the whole 
body. Three these movements contortions took 
place, then pellet was thrown from the Owl’s mouth. 
was nearly two inches long, and about three-quarters 
inch its greatest diameter. was covered with 
slimy substance which made very slippery. The 
pellet dried quickly, when trace any greasy sub- 
stance was found, and therefore probable that the 
lubricating matter must lodged the throat and 
stomach the Owl and only used small quantities 
the surface the pellet, not being mixed with the 
whole mass. 

The feeding habits Asio were very interesting and
